Mention the name of Jo Ann Young, 
R.N. (Presbyterian ’53), and the 
response is immediate: “An excep- 
tional nurse with strong leadership 
abilities,” “A caring person and friend,” 
“Loved taking care of patients.” 

After 40 years of nursing service at — 
Rush, Young retired in early February. 
More than 200 of her colleagues and 
friends attended a farewell reception 
honoring her dedication to the Medical 
Center. During her distinguished career 
in medical and surgical nursing, Young

11 Kellogg, 5 Kellogg and, most 
recently, 9 South Atrium. 

L. Penfield Faber, M.D., who first 
met Young when he was a surgical 
intern 37 years ago, spoke of Young’s 
commitment, professionalism and 
concern for others. 

“Jo Ann Young is a nurse’s nurse— 
she’s the type of person you’d want to 
care for yourself or a member of your 
family,” says Dr. Faber, professor of 
surgery. “She not only provided 
outstanding care for her patients, but 
she helped look after the surgical 
house staff. We all miss Jo Ann.” 

February 5th was an emotional day 
for Young as she hugged ‘her nurses,’ 
both present and past, some of whom 
traveled from other states to attend her 
farewell gala. She graciously accepted 
cards and gifts, shaking her head in 
disbelief when she opened one of the 
envelopes: travel vouchers from the 
Department of OR/Surgical Nursing 
and from the ob/gyn physicians she 


had worked with. She plans a 1994 
Alaskan cruise and land tour, and also 
wants to journey to Australia. 

Now living in Nokomis, Florida, 
Young recently chatted about her 
lifelong profession. “Nursing enabled 
me to give of myself and help others,” 
she says. “It was more than a job—I 
built lasting friendships and, I hope, 
made a difference in peoples’ lives.” 

Noted for her leadership abilities, 
Young held many diverse positions at 
the Medical Center. She took care of 
indigent patients and managed the 
Central Free Dispensary’s Medical 
Clinic, conducted employee physicals 
in Employee Health Services and 
worked in psychiatry. 

In the late 1950s, she served as 
Presbyterian Hospital’s PM supervisor for 
the medicine and surgery units, which 
included 400 beds on 12 different floors. 
After Presbyterian Hospital and St. 
Luke’s Hospital merged in 1959, Young 
supervised these units on the day shift. 

Throughout her career, Young 
maintained a ‘can do’ attitude and 
remained actively involved in patient 
care. She made rounds with doctors, 
monitored the 
progress 
of 


critically ill patients, counseled be- 
reaved family members and helped out 
in countless ways whenever a floor 
was understaffed. 

“Sometimes I was just the errand 
boy,” she says, laughing. “I’d run to the 
pharmacy to pick up meds, or to the 
kitchen to fix a sandwich for a patient. 
I supported the staff in any way | 
could.” 

These gestures endeared her to the 
doctors, nurses and patients she 
worked with. “She made us feel like a 
family,” says Beth Taheri, M.S., R.N. 
(Pres.-St. Luke’s ’62), Young’s successor 
on 9 South Atrium. “You can’t replace 
Jo Ann. I miss her as a nurse, a friend 
and my carpool buddy. She taught me 
so much.” 

Although Young says she will miss 
Rush and its staff, she will not be idle 
in her retirement. She will cuddle, 
comfort and rock babies born to 
mothers on crack and babies born with 
AIDS at a local Sarasota hospital. “I’ve 
taken care of adults all my life,” she 
says. “Now it’s the babies turn.”

Operations Improvement Project 
Since my last report to you in the fall, the Medical Center has 
started to make many changes in the areas of cost reductions and 
the reorganization of operations. As you know, many industries in 
the country have been affected by changes of this kind, so the 
theme is not new. The Board of Trustees sought the reorganiza- 
tion at Rush to prepare the institution for an environment of 
managed competition. The “Operations Improvement Project” 
begun here this spring will address this. 

The project’s objectives include reducing expenses at the 


areas at the hospital—will be affected. The consulting firm’s 
analysis found that Rush has a higher than average number of 
workers and managers per bed than peer institutions, and these 
numbers must be brought into line. In addition, our rich nursing 
skill mix must be more comparable to our peer hospitals. 

The structural changes taking place have included organizing 
the Medical Center’s inpatient services into five hospitals: Medi- 
cine, Surgery, Psychiatry, Women’s & Children’s and the Johnston 
R. Bowman Health Center for the Elderly. There is one director for 
each hospital who is in charge of all operating entities—nursing, 
medical and administrative—within that hospital. 

Patient-centered care, as always, is our model of service at 
Rush. In the reorganization, unit leaders will have more control of 
the care delivered in their areas by adding the supply and 
equipment budgets to the personnel budgets and by assuming 
responsibility for the unit support services (e.g. housekeeping, 
dietary, etc). This organization will replace the “levels of practice” 
system, and we'll now have such positions as clinical nurse I and 
II, senior professional nurse and clinical nurse coordinator.

Bringing Smiles to Filipino Children 


Open air markets and rice fields. Air 
filled with lahar, a sandy dust from a 
nearby volcano. A primitive operating 
room with one light. An 11-year-old 


girl with a cleft lip and palate who has 


never gone to school because she is 
“too ugly.” 

These are among the scenes that 
Nancy Mills, M.S., R.N. (Pres.-St. 
Luke’s ’65), a Rush nurse since 1986, 
says she’ll never forget from her 
14-day adventure in the Philippines. 
Mills, who directs Rush’s new Cranio- 
facial Program, and an 18-member 


team of plastic surgeons, anesthesiolo- 


gists and nurses from Rush, Australia 
and San Francisco repaired the cleft 
lips and palates of more than 165 
Filipino children. One team operated 


at the Maynila Hospital in Manila. Mills 


and another team were stationed at a 
25-bed hospital just outside Angeles 
City, an hour-and-a-half bus ride from 
Manila. 

Each person on the March. 4-18 
surgical mission paid his or her own 
way. They volunteered their time and 
expertise as part of Operation Rain- 
bow, Inc., a nonprofit organization 
that, since 1987, has helped perform 
medical miracles for kids. 

For Hinsdale, Illinois resident, Mills, 
who had never traveled to a Third 
World country, it was an unbelievable 
experience. “Little things we take for 
granted in the United States were 
nonexistent in the Philippines,” she 
says. “There were no sheets on the 
beds, hospital gowns or food service. 
There was only one nurse for every 25 
patients.

“There was a lot of poverty—some 
20,000 people were living near the 
closed Clark Air Force Base in tent 
cities. You wonder how they survive 
without flushing toilets, running water 
or electricity.”

Although Mills wasn’t sure how the 
Filipino people would respond to 
American healthcare workers, she says 
they were welcomed warmly. More 
than 75 people flocked to the one-story 
Mabalacat Hospital daily. As the trip’s 
chief nurse for general nursing, Mills 
diagnosed and evaluated the craniofa- 
cial anomalies of about 40 children 
each day. She also prepared the OR 
schedule, cared for children in the 
recovery room and did postoperative 
teaching. | 

Cleft lips and cleft palates, genetic 
defects that usually develop when the 
fetus is between six and 10 weeks, are 
more common in Third World countries 
because of a high incidence of inter- 
marriage. “In the United States, about 
one in 700 white children and one in 
1,000 black children are born with a 
cleft lip or palate,” she says. “In the 
Philippines, it’s one in 400.” 

In surgeries averaging two hours, the 
Angeles City team corrected the cleft 
lips and palates of 73 children between 
the ages of 11 months and 23 years. 
Some cases, like that of a 3-year-old girl 
with a disfiguring hemangioma—a 
benign tumor of dilated blood ves- 
sels—were too complicated to operate 
on because of the hospital’s limited 
means. These cases were referred to 
larger city hospitals. 


“We were unable to do blood 
transfusions,” Mills explains, “and, 
therefore, had to set limitations. 
Working with limited resources was a 
challenge, but it really helped me hone 
my nursing skills.” 

Since Mills couldn’t speak Tagalog, 
the Philippine language, she communi- 
cated with her patients using her own 
form of sign language. “They under- 
stood when I shook my head ‘No’ and 
pointed to their lips that they weren't 
supposed to touch their stitches,” says 
Mills. “They also knew they’d get a 
reward.” The children especially loved 
the balloons, tops, crayons and candy 
that the nurses brought with them from 
the States. 

Although she benefited personally 
and professionally from her Third 
World experience, Mills says her March 
18th homecoming was “wonderful”: it 
was also her 21st wedding anniversary. 
Her husband, Andrew, greeted her with 
red roses at the airport, accompanied 
by children, Helen, 17, and Andrew, 15. 

“I’m glad I was able to help children 
who might not otherwise have received 
treatment. Because I have a 
hemangioma, I am probably more 
sensitive to what children with facial 
defects encounter,” says Mills. “Regard- 
less of where you live, it’s a stigma. 
People are all the same inside.”

Ensuring the Health and Safety of the Worker 


Whether she’s helping businesses 
prevent injury and illness in the 
workplace, or lobbying on behalf of 
occupational health nurses in Wash- 


ington, D.C., Annette Raff Haag, R.N. 


(Pres.-St. Luke’s ’64), exemplifies the 
ever-expanding role of the nursing 
professional. 

“There are two million nurses in 
the U.S. working in a variety of 
settings, in patients’ homes, on plant 
floors and in hospitals and clinics,” 
says Annette. “There’s tremendous 
diversity in nursing—many doors have 
sprung open to me because of my 
health care background.” 

Now a health and safety consultant 
with her own business in Simi Valley, 
California, Annette has worked in the 
occupational health field for 25 years. 
Her services include worksite analysis 
of job safety, hazard identification and 
control, and workers’ compensation

cost containment programs. She also 
designs ergonomic programs, which 
enable people and the products they 
work with to interact efficiently and 

safely. 

Annette and the more than 22,000 
occupational health nurses in the U.S. 
help employers achieve and maintain 
a safe and healthy work environ- 
ment—as mandated by the Occupa- 
tional Health and Safety Act (OSHA). 
They provide expertise in health 
assessment and screening, toxicology,

industrial hygiene, and identifying and 
reducing workplace hazards. 

“In my specialty, I have to be well 
informed about chemicals and hazards 
and how they impact the human 
body,” says Annette, who consults 
with health care, insurance, food and 
chemical companies across the 
country. 

A love for traveling and a natural 
curiosity about how products are 
made sparked Annette’s interest in 
entering the occupational health field. 

“Once when I was touring a hat 
factory, I walked into a room where 
fur was literally flying,” she says, 
laughing. “I thought I was in the 
middle of a huge pillow fight, but I 
found out that rabbit fur is used to 
make felt for cowboy hats.” 

The 51-year-old entrepreneur says 
the most challenging part of her job is 
trying to stay on top of myriad 
occupational health and safety issues. 
For example, she ensures compliance 
with the bloodborne pathogens 
standard and with the Americans with 
Disabilities Act. 

She’s also committed to helping 
businesses save money on work- 


related injuries. “Half of all workers’ 
compensation claims, amounting to 
more than $26 million dollars, are due 
to disabling musculoskeletal problems 
like carpal tunnel syndrome and back 
injuries,” she says. 

“Occupational health nurses can 
show employees how to use mechani- 
cal lifters to ease the burden on their 
backs, reducing on-the-job injuries,” 
says Annette. “Everybody benefits.” 

One of the premier authorities in 
her field, Annette was recently re- 
elected to a two-year term as presi- 
dent of the American Association of 
Occupational Health Nurses 
(AAOHN). In May, she attended a 
briefing on health care reform at the 
White House, where she lobbied 
tirelessly on behalf of the 12,500 
members of AAOHN. 

“We're concerned that the Health 
Care Reform Plan being developed 
may inadvertently undercut successful 
worksite health and safety programs,” 
Annette told Washington legislators. 
“If companies are all rated the same 
regardless of their past losses, there 
will be no incentives for ensuring the 
health and safety of the American 
worker.” 

Whether she’s lobbying “on the 
Hill,” helping occupational health 
nurses become certified, or advising 
Southern California universities about 
their occupational health and safety 
curriculums, Annette thrives on the 
variety in her career. 

In 1987, she was honored for her 
contributions to her profession and 
was named California’s “most out- 
standing occupational health nurse” 
by her peers. 

“I have so much to be thankful 
for,” she says. “A wonderful. husband, 
supportive colleagues and an ex- 
tremely satisfying career. I’m very 


happy.”

College continues to show growth. 


It's hard to believe, but the 1993-1994 academic year is 
already halfway completed. I’m pleased to report that the 
College of Nursing continues to both graduate and enroll 
an impressive number of students. Since the founding of 
Rush University in 1972, 3,005 nurses have graduated— 
more than any other Rush college. In June 1993, the college 
conferred 155 degrees. A total of 106 students completed 
requirements for the baccalaureate degree, 41 earned the 
master of science degree, two received the doctor of 
nursing degree and six earned the doctor of nursing 
science degree. 

New admissions for the summer and fall of 1993 
included 106 undergraduates, 29 graduate entry level 
students, 33 master of science students, 17 doctor of 
nursing students and 12 doctor of nursing science students. 
Overall enrollment in the college totaled 513, a seven 
percent increase over last year. Of this total, 329 students 
are enrolled in graduate degree programs and 184 are 
enrolled in undergraduate programs. 


Washington Square funds nursing education. 


The Washington Square Health Foundation has once again 
funded scholarships for two of our undergraduate nursing 
students. Michele Ross and Michele Matul were selected for 
their exemplary academic records, financial need and 
volunteer service to the community. The Chicago-based 
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alumni, staff, students and friends of the Ney University Cole of es 


foundation's programs assist outstanding students in the 
field of health care who intend to remain in the Chicago 
area after graduation. 


Research is prospering. 


The research agenda is growing, with faculty involved in 
more than 75 research projects. Janice Zeller, Ph.D., R.N., 
professor of medical nursing, received more than one 
million dollars to study the effects of pain, nutrition and 


~ mood on immunosuppression in the elderly and in patients 


with HIV and cancer. 

Mira Lessick, Ph.D., R.N., associate professor of maternal- 
child nursing, was awarded a $453,000 grant to expand the 
Doctor of Nursing program. A subspecialization in genetic 
health will be offered to advanced practitioners, making 
Rush only the fifth graduate nursing program in the country 
with a genetic health curriculum. 


College expands role in primary care. 


In line with the national movement of health care reform, 
the College of Nursing is expanding its role in primary care 
education in the graduate program. Three practitioner 
programs are offered in family nursing, geriatric nursing 
and pediatric nursing. 

This has facilitated our fit with the newest of the seven 
Medical Center institutes, the Rush Institute for Primary 
Care. The mission of this new Institute is to provide com- 
prehensive primary health care, education and research 
opportunities. These goals truly complement those of the 
College of Nursing. 


New nurse practitioner programs offered. 


In keeping with an emphasis of primary care in health care 
reform, the federal government will be directing more 
graduate medical education dollars toward the support of 
primary care residency programs for physicians in internal 
medicine, family practice, obstetrics and gynecology, and 
pediatrics. This means money for subspecialty residency 
programs in cardiology, nephrology, oncology and surgery 
will be depleted. 

Tertiary care teaching hospitals cannot survive without 
these specialty residents to care for acutely ill patients. 
Thus, it is imperative that nursing respond to this need by 
developing advanced practice acute-care nurse practitioners 
who can bring the nursing and medical expertise to the 
bedside. Rush’s College of Nursing has developed a curricu- 
lum for these acute care nurse practitioners in three areas: 
medical-surgical acute care, high-risk obstetrics and high- 
risk pediatrics. Fourteen nursing colleges throughout the 
country are also involved in this same movement. As usual, 
our college is on the front line of change. 

The college is forging ahead doing what it does best— 
teaching, conducting research, providing service, and 
managing its practice. You have every reason to be proud.
